In a further statement Professor Dart 
said :—' Thousands of other fossils have, 
no doubt, been unconsciously unearthed 
from Taungs’ lime workings in the past. 
It is obvious now that records, stupendous 
and probably of far greater significance 
than those secured, are either lying in the 
dump at the quarry or have gone in the 
lime to the Natal sugar refineries or to the 
carbide works at Germiston.” 

He added that he had been informed that 
a very goed, complete skeleton had been 
blasted out of the cliff and thrown into 
the quarry dump, and continued :—“ It 
would be a foolish waste of time to search 
the dump tor fossils thus carelessly thrown 
away. Nobody knows where this skeleton 
is, and they would have to sift hundreds 
of thousands of tons of earth The task 
would require tremendous financial re- 
sources. What would be more worth while 
in the interests of science would be an 
appeal to have every lime deposit being 
worked at present in the Union and 
Rhodesia carefully watched for the un- 
earthing of bones of any sort.”’ 

Professor Dart said that, in view of the 
latest discovery, the Taungs area would 
be very closely watched for further fossils. 
He doubted that the area would attract 
research parties from overseas for some 
little (me to come, unless an expedition 
were organised. 

Such work entailed much expenditure, 
and one thing that the discovery of the 
skull had brought into the forefront was 
that. scientific research in this country 
needed te be assisted and endowed.

VONSTANTINUPLE, Thursday. 

“The Greek Government has not only 
maintained several classes of troops under 
aims, but has also undertaken certain mili- 
tary measures against Turkey,” was the de- 
claration made in the National Assembly at 
Angora last night by the Turkish Premier. 

He declared that the Turkish Governmen 
would immediately take up arms against any 
attack on its rights. 

Official circles declare that if Greece brings 
the question of the legality of the Patriarch’s 
expulsion before the League Council next 
month, it will resist on the ground that the 
whole matter is purely an internal affair for 
Turkey. 

It is perfectly true that the Patriarchate 
has been weakened in Turkey, but this is 
mainly due to the fact that over a million 
and a quarter Greeks, and most of the clergy, 
have been expelled the country. A 
pe pean time there are less than 200,000 
G s left in Constantinople, and, in the 
event of war, these would undoubtedly be 


expelled, too. 
PARIS, Thursday.

of their only fuel, Conditions in the West 
of Ireland from Donegal to Kerry have always 
bordered upon chronic destitution. Coal js 
practically unknown in these remote parts of 
the West, and the countrysides depend entirely 
upon peat cut from the bogs and dried. In 
last year’s rains it could dry nowhere. Con- 
sequently the people of what Lord Balfour 
formerly defined as the ‘‘ congested districts ” 
must live until this summer with no fuel 
either for cooking or for warmth, while the 
failure of the potato crop—not through blicht. 
but through excessive rain—has left them 
almost without food and at the mercy of the 
epidemics which cold and hunger combined 
have already Jet loose. Realising the gravity 
of this situation, the ‘Save the Children 
Fund’’ appeals for relief snontaneously, as 
it has already done on behalf of the children 
of nineteen other countries.

CANADA’S PROGRESS. 
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LEGISLATIVE PROGRAMME. 
OTTAWA, Thursday. 
The fourth session of Canada's fourteenth 
Parliament was formally opened this after- 
noon by His Excellency Lord Byng, who read 
the Speech from the Throne, first in English 
and then in French, both being the official 
languages of Parliament. It contained no 
especial surprises, beyond a statement of the 
Government's intention to introduce legislation 
in respect to ocean freight rates “* to counter- 
act the restraints on export trade due to 
exactions from the powerfu! steamship com- 
bine known as the North Atlantic Steamship: 
Conference.” 
The Speech says the past year was a period 
of substantial progress for Canada. In trade 
alone the excess value of exports over imports 
was 260,000,000 dollars. The financial and 
trade situation ju~tifies the expectation of am 
early return to t] 4 zold basis. 
The Speech further notes the intention of 
the Government to equip all important 
Canadian ports, both on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, to enable them to meet all the 
requirements of modern navigation. 
especting the question of the reform of 
the Senate, the Speech says that Parliament 
will be asked to sanction the calling of a 
conference of the Federal and Provincial 
Governments to consider the advisability of 
amending the British North America Act with 
respect to the constitution and powers of that 
Chamber. 
The Speech forecasts legislation revising the 
Canadian Grain Act and ratifying the trade 
eement with Australia. , 
After the Speech and the introduction of 
new members, the House adjourned till Mon- 
day.—(Reuter.)
